Former Gov. L^Roy Collins 
asked law students at FSU to 
accept "the challenge (tf the ad- 
vocate." 

Collins was the speaker as stud- 
ents in the College of Law observ- 
ed Law Day Monday. 

One of the students, JohnGuerr- 
iero, was presented a prize for 
the best essay on the Law Day 
theme: ".No man is above the law; 
no man is below the law. 

Nothing is re certain, Collins 
said in a Moore Auditorium ad- 
dress, than that law is "changing 
continually." 

"It must not turn its back on the 
future and attempt to embrace 
only the warm comforts of the 
status quo. It must meet the cold 
unfriendly pre -dawn of new days 
and of unawakenedeyes and corr- 
oded ci nsciences.' 

"Change has come in so miny 
areas of our lives recently, 
especially in civil rights. More 
charge will come. But all of us 
must rigidly Insist upon reform 
in the American pattern for 
democratic society; that the wise 
restraint of law is absolutely nec 
essary so that any individual does 
not violate the liberty of another 
or undermine the very structure 
of the society in which these lib- 
erties were developed and per- 
mitted to flourish. 

"But If law is to be of the people 
it must be of all the people; if i 
is to be by the people, it must be 
by all the people; if It is to be for 
the people, it must be for all the 
people. 

"It must not know lines of tav- 
oritlsm or arbitrary exclusivity 
in its makmg, or In lis eriorcing, 
or in its interpretation. 

"The opponunlty to lead in these 
paths is entrusted to lawyers with 
a high sense of duty to the over- 
all public interest, and this is no 
easy •. ndertaking.' 

On the subject of advocacy Col- 
lins said: "1 hope that the tradi- 
tions which are certain to develop 
here will have at their center the 
challenge of the advocate To me 
he Is our profession a trus 
leader. 



"The results of all die delil)er- 

ative sessions, be they in inter- 
national bi.dies, in the legislative 
halls or in the courts of justice, 
depend in large part, perhaps 
solely, upon the Involvement of 
the skillful advocate. 

"And it has been thus since Cic- 
ero spoke against Catiline, De- 
mosthenes against the father of 
Alexander, through our oWiiRev- 
olution and the dark days of 1940 
when Churchill and Hitler, stand- 
ing toe to toe, battled for the 
souls of mr.nkmd. 

"Yes, always it has been the ad- 
vocate who has been indispen- 
sable In the large affairs of men. 

"So you of this new College of 
Law who are young, full of faith 
and energy, must grasp the 
challenge which the advocate's 
task oIlBn. 



"As 1 see fc, that challenge asks 
you first to define what you be- 
lieve; next to develop your com- 
petence; and third, to translaw 
your belisCs bito elective ac-

Nine Brothers of Sigma 
Chi Step Out in Protest 



(ACP)-Nine members of Sigma 
Chi fraternity at Whitman College 
at Walla Walla, W ash., have drop- 
ped their fraternity membership 
in protest of discriminatory 
practices In the national organ- 
ization, the Pioneer (Campus 
newspaper) reports. 

Baker Stocking, who was recen- 
tly named a Rhodes Scholar, an- 
nounced his disaffiliation with the 
chapter after it rejected his mo- 
tion to suspend local member- 
ship in the national organization 
until It elimintes racial dis- 
crimination. 

The issue of discrimination at 
the national level has created 
controversy ir. rr.anv local chap- 
ters in the past year. The Univer- 
sity of Minnesota chapter, for ex- 
ample, has been suspended from 
the campus until it can prove it 
is free to choose members with- 
out interference from the nation- 
al organization.) 

Stocking, in a statement read to 
chapter members, said that "the 
structure of Sigma Chi still al- 



lows discriminatory membership 
practices, where the members of 
a chapter are not able to initiate 
men of their own choice because 
of the racial prejudice of mem- 
bers dsewhere." 

"Reportedly, in the past, a few 
chapters have been able to ini- 
tiate several Orientals into the 
Fraternity by tiptoeing around 
and establishing advance contacts 
with the national organization to 
keep the news out of the wrong 
hands. . .(However), no prece- 
dent is ever set under such a sys- 
tem." 

He recommended "major revi- 
sion" of the fraternity constitu- 
tion to elimanate discriminatory 
oractices Involving membership. 

He dropped out of the fraternity, 
he said, because hefeltiapplying; 
external pressure would be more 
successful than wortlng through 

internal channels.

.According to the chairman of 
the University s Traffic Comm- 
ittee, John K. Arnold, additional 
Increases may become necessary 
in the future to finance adequate 
solutions to the ever-growing 
problems of squeezing 11,000 car^

SB Presidents Oppose %%% Hike 



GENE STEARNS 



FSU Student Body President Gene Stearns 
and U of F Student Body President Charles 
Shepherd will present Gov. Claude Kirk to- 
morrow with an alternative to his proposed 
tuition hike for state universities. 

The plan is to issue savings bonds by the 
Board of Regents in the name of the State of 
Florida ^dfically allocated for h^^r ed- 
ucation. 

The State Council ofStudent Body Presidents 
met at the University of South (USF)lastSat- 
urday wdiere they formally opposed the 
increase in tuition. 

John K. Hogue, president of the student bod>' 
at U of F, issued a news release and said the 
plan had never been tried before by any state 
and would raise "much more than the $16.6 
million from a tuition increase" and not re- 
quire new taxes. 

Kirk recently announced the proposed tuition 
increase of$100to$150per-quartera8partof 



his educational budget. The State Cabinet vot- 
ed against this increase, but it has appeared 
in the Senate Appropriations Committee. 

Stearns said he saw the increase probably 
going up to $125 per- quarter, noting that 
"Senators Home and Pope and Representa- 
tives Turlington and Mann are in favor of an 
increase. These are some of the most influ- 
ential legislators in the state.'" 
"Earlier this week there was some talk a- 
tiout a march on the capitol," said Steams, 
"but I think tUs would hurt us more Aan it 
would help." 
"One way we can stop it (tuition hike) 
is through a good letter campaign. This could 
be the most effective thing we can do," said 
Steams, "If the summer students, and their 
parents, will write to their senators and rep- 
resentatives we can makeour feelings known. 
The other state universities are doing this." 
A tuition increase to $150 would bring an 
additional $16.6 mlllloB to the mriversltv 



system, according to Steams. Of this, $4 mil- 
lion was earmarkedforsdiolardripslMaedon 
need, he said. 
"I doubt very seriously that the tuition would 
be any higher than $125," saldStearas, adding 
that an increase to $125 would bring only an 
additional $9 1/2 million to tiie state. 

"Obviously this will affea die loan program 
greatly." he said. ^ ^ 

The legislature wUl begin debate on the bud- 
get next week. Steams saidthathe isplanning 
an open meeting for studems to discuss the 
budget and to offer currwit information on the 
issue. Time and place of the meeting will be 
announced next week. 

Proponents of the savings bond plui; said 
the plan would not increase the cost of going 
to college, but would benefit the state econo- 
my and make Florida "the national model In 
educational financing." , 
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SG Orders 

FSL Out 
of SUSGA 

FSU's Student Government has 
failed to renew Its membership 
in the Southern University Stu- 
dent Government Assn. (5LSGA) 
for the coming year by execu- 
tive order from Student Body 
President Gene Steams. 

Citing financial reasons as the 
primary reason for withdrawal. 
Steams also pointed out that 
SUSGA is many years behind 
the National Student Asm. 
(NSA), which PSU recently joined. 

"Although worth while while FSU 

• alntained no affiliation with any 
:her collegiate association, the 
value of our SUSGA member- 
ship is very (|uestiondt>le now," 
Steams said. 
The NSA offers many services 
to member schools while SUSGA 
offers no tangible benefit other 
than a yearly convention. Steams 
added. 

He furthercontended than SUSGA 
is 15 years behind the times, 
citing the body's ooMlnued de- 
bate of whedier to accept inte- 
eratlon or not tor the past five 
;. ears. 

"So as a consequence of the 
limited benefits of SUSGA mem- 
bership and the saving of approx- 
imately $350 a year by with- 
drawing. Steams refused to 
authorize funds to pay member- 
ship dues which recently became 
due. 

In line widl this move, no dele- 
gates were sent to SUSGA' s an- 
nual meeting in Mobile, Alabama, 
during the trimester break. 

Officiallv, Steams has no power 
to temunate FSU's SUSGA affili- 
ation as it is provided for in the 
Student iiody Statutes. However, 
as president he does have the 
authority to refuse release of 
monies to pay membership dues, 
which, in effect, terminates 
niembershlp. 

Steams has indicated that he 
will ask Summer Senate to form- 
ally delete references to FSU's 
affiliation with SUSGA when the 
legislative body convenes after 
the upcoming election. 

The University of Florida also 
terminated its SUSGA member- 
ship before the Mobile conference 
and the Unlversit;, of Alabama 
is likely to do so in the near 
future. 

Alabama, during the Mobile 
meeting, was severelycritici/ed 
for joining the NSA and could not 
gain the support of even one 
other SUSGA member school for 
a resolullon denouncing govern- 
mental meddling in public edu- 
cation and supporting academic 
freedom.

Throughout the atuck, he wpeatled with the team 



member and asked that he stop beating on him. Fi- 
nally, the football player and the other student, who 
had held off possible aid, left laughing, the victim 
recalled. 

Severly beaten, the student was hospitalized for 
a day. 

That evening the football player and his friend 
were picked up by the police, but a recent check 
by the victim with the police office downtown show- 
ed no record of any booking. 

In an attempt to press charges, the victim said 
he has contacted both the city and county prosecu- 
ting attorneys. The city attorney refused to handle 
the case and when contacted by this ncmpaper re- 
fused to discuss the matter at all. 

A definite answer has not been received form the 
county attorney's office, but the outlook is not 
promising, the attacked student said. 

If neither the city nor county attorney will press 
charges the student's only recourse is to file civil 
suit which he says he will not do because of its pro- 
hibitive cost. 

Commenting on the case, the victim expressed 
his dissatisfaction with the discipline given. "This 
has happened several times to various students. 
What gripes me Is that the punishment meted out 
seems to give them the license to do it again." 

Dean of Students John Carey said of the incident 
that the student attacked was free to press charges 
if he felt the case warranted it and that the Univer- 
sity's discipline consisted of the administrative pro- 
bation, loss of car privileges, a 10 p.m. curfew 
throui^ the fall quarter and two months of counsel- 
ing.

Leon County voters finally over- 
came their long history of "think 
wet - vote dry" pattern to give 
the go-ahejd on a fully wet county 
in Tuesday's election by a four to 
three margin, 

A totalof 18.0% votes were cast 
in the election. 

On the first question of whether 
the county would sell alcoholic 
b averages at all 11,858 voted for 
the sale of alcoholic beverages 
and 6,138 voted for a complete- 
ly dry situation. 

The second question concerned 
the type of sale of alcoholic bev- 
erages. The county voted 10,021 
for the sale by package and by 
drink to 7,227 for the sale by 
package only. 

Result of the election will be to 
allow the establishment of cock- 
tail lounges. 

Ben Phlpps, Tallahassee attor- 
:ic .. a founder of the Economic 
Growth Committee andone of the 
original proponents of the elec- 
tion, said Tuesday night thatit 
would be about two months be- 
fore local establishments would 
be able to serve drinks. 

"It Is essentially up to Don 
Meiklejohn (State Beverage Ag- 
ency director) as to who will get 
the licenses. Each licensed pack- 
age store owner must apply to 
become a cocktail lounge." 

Phipps, in answer to some char- 
ges that there would be a flood 
of bars in Tallahassee, said, 
" The City PlanningCommlssIon, 
headed by Mayor John Rudd, is 
being extra careful about where 
these establishments will be 
placed. They will consider all 
the data and then their guide- 
lines will be drawn." 
Complete results were obtained 
40 minutes after the polls closed 
Tuesday. This was due to the 
short ballot, which onlyconsldr- 
ered two questions, ohethenBIh- 
ber of precincts in'tiie COtnty, 
which counted 15. 

Reaction to the wet- dry election 
was not all favorable. The Rev. 
John Temoschuck, pastor of the 
University Heights Baptist 
Church and president of the loc- 
al ministerial alliance. regretted 
that "1 did not include vote- 
getting in my classes. The maj- 
ority of the people have Indicated 
the way they feel and we will 
have to work around it." 

The drys have vowed to call 
another election in two years, 
the legal minimum of time be- 
tween such elections.

Althou^ Steams noted lack of funds as tte main 
reason for disaffiliation with the organization, he al- 
so pointed out that FSU's membership in the Nation- 
al Student Assn. (NSA) will prove more beneficial 
Ham any ties with SUSGA. 

The controversy over disaffiliation with NSA was 
finally resolved in an election last trimester, in 
which the students elected to remain in the organi- 
zation. We think that the ideas and services pro- 
vided by NSA can far surpass those of SUSGA, which 
has in the past few years grown smaller in its per- 
spective and less and less helpful to FSU. 

Formally, when FSU was a smaller, growing school, 
the larger, well-establishedSUSGAmember schools 
inspired FSU convention delegates to apply many of 
the ideas brought out at the exchange conferences. 

In the past few years, however, Florida State has 
become one of the leaders of SUSGA, so much so 
that our delegates have brought back few, new ap- 
plicable ideas. Consequently, student money spent 
for sending representatives to the conventions has 
been vested. 

Some arguments have been advanced that FSU should 
remain in SUSGA because of its "moral obligation" 
to the organization, which did lend a great helping 
hand in putting FSU where it stands today. Pro- 
ponents of this view claim that withdrawal now cons- 
titutes a slap in the face to other member schools. 

However, we maintain that we have fulfilled any 
moral obligation which we might have had simply by 
staying in SUSGA during the past few years and help- 
ing the smaller colleges improve. 

Moreover, at the latest SUSGA convention in Ala- 
bama, ^ich FSU did not attend because of its prior 
withdrawal, a resolution promoting academic 
freedom was not supported by any of the 200 mem- 
ber schools except its introducer, the University of to function properly. Iw^uld hope fuU passage of this referendum. 
Alabama. In fact, the University of Alabama was " *" 

ridiculed and accused of attempting to subvert the 
conference by virture of its affuiation with NSA. 

Alabama returned to its home campus and ini- 
tiated procedures for withdrawing from SUSGA. 

Alabam.a's grounds are that SUSGA is small-minded 
and in reviewing the case, we concur. 

If, in membership in NSA. FSU gains as much in 
future years as it has adopted to good ends during the 
past year, then Steam's decision to withdraw from 
SUSGA in favor of NSA will greatly aid in building 
the University, and ultimately its image in the State 
and in the nation.

the investigator takes a chair 
facing to the right of the Chief 
Justice.

With courtroom dignity, the 
Chief Justice declares the court 
in session and asks the defendant 
to furnish some preliminary 
clerical information to the court 
derk. 

The atmosphere remains dignif- 
ied, ceremonious and perhaps 
terrifying.

istrative offiials the courtroom 
is far more formal. 
Having supplied the information 
asked for by the Clerk, the def- 
endant or his counselor enters a 
plea for the defense. Pleas may 
include guilty, not guilty or guilty 
with extenuating or mitigating 
circumstances. 

It's the investigator s turn then 
for a few minutes. First, the in- 
vestigator presents a brief and 
three carbon copies to the Chief 
Justice. These are distributed to 
the other eight Jusdcesan) sttid- 
led briefly. 

A brief consists of the name and 
classification of the defendant, 
the investigator's name, the date, 
a statement o the charges and its 
constitutional basis, a brief con- 
cise summary of the facts, the 
direction and method the inves- 
tigator will use to present his 
case and die defendant's record. 

The prosecution continues. The 
investigator dien presents all ev- 
idence to substantiate his brief. 
This may entail additional mat- 
erial evidence, witnesses, signed 
affadavits and any other testi- 
mony necessary in carrying out 
this end. 

It's tbe defense's chance to coun- 
ter now. The defense cunselor 
^so presents die court a brief 
which contains sidntantially the 
same information with sections 
suitably changed to represent the 
defense's plan. 

People are talking now but the 
air is still solemn and dignified. 

Next, the Chief Justice may ask 
the defendant to take tbe stand 
and to telldie Court the story of 
the incident. 

it may be noted that Court mem- 
bers are firee to make statements 
or ask questions of anyone at any 
time diroughout the proceedings. 
Consequently, the justices use 
this perogative and in effect cross 

examine the defendarr. ^f^-' • 

ator and witnesses - 



to. 

Both die defendant or his coun- 
selor and die investigator are 
also free to cross examine. 

As the defense continues, the de- 
fense counselor may summon 
witnesses in his client's behalf 
or present any evidence which 
may serve to SidMtaatlate or aid 
his case. 

After both sides have been 
heard, the Court will then recess 
for up to 10 minutes to allow the 
investigator and defense counsel- 
or to prepare their oral summar- 
izing briefs. If they wish^they 
may go right into their summar- 
ies and no recess Is taken. 

Each side is then heard aga:- 
for a time of not to exceed five 
minutes. The investigator con- 
cludes his case first, then the 
defense counselor, and finalh , 
the defendant may give an ad- 
ditional final statement if he 
' wishes. 

Now the tense minutes of wait- 
ing begin. The courtroom is 
cleared of all but court m«nbers 
who adjudicate the case. 
The hallways outside the coun- 
j^room is full of small groups of 
'people discussing in anxious 
terms what has Just transpired. 
They can only guess at the fin- 
al outcome. 
If it is a hard case to decide, 
the long minutes can be an agon- 
izing strain on those on the out- 
side, those in the hall guessing 
at thefinalverdict. 

Finally, the door opens and a 
Justice summons the group bade 
into the chamber. 
The faces are more Immobile 
than when the case began, the 
verdict cannot be gained by inter- 
preting any sign from thecour:. 
TTiey offer no signs. 
Slowly the Chief Justice begins 
to speak, informing the defendant 
of the decision and explaining 
what it entails and the possible 



- Charges - 

Loaning a friend a foodplan card 
or an ID is an Honor Court 
offense. So is the changing of a 
registration appointment time, 
along with such standards as ac- 
ademic dishonesty. Ignorance of 
the law is no defense. 

Honor Court cases fall into three 
main categories, deliberate de- 
ception, stealing and academic 
dishonesty. 

Although these charges consti- 
tute the bulk of the Court docket, 
the HonorCourt also handles cas- 
es of constitutional interpretation 
and the impeachment of Student 
Government officers. 

Under the new judicial plan 
which goes into effect in the fall, 
however. Honor Court will be re- 
lieved of original jurisdiction 
over deliberate deception and 
stealing diaiges involving less 
than $10. 

TTiese will be sh'fteddown to Un- 
iversity Court but may be appeal- 
ed to Honor Court, the highesi 
Student court, as may any Univ- 
ersity (judiciary) Court case. 

If a person is found guilty of ai 
Honor Court charge the penalty 
varies with the nature and ser- 
iousness of the charge. 

The lightest penalty offered b\ 
the Court is a letter of reprimand. 

Honor Court probation is the 
penalty imposed in a majority of 
teases involving deliberate decep- 
tion and In some other cases. 

This probation involves phases. 
Chief Justice Vince Rio explain- 
ed. First there is the educational 
aspect of probation. 
TTils entails a period of time 
during which a person is expected 
to exhibit exemplary citizenship. 
If a further Honor Court viola- 
tion occurs during this period 
the person could be subject to im- 
mediate suspension from the Un- 
iversity. 

There are several types of pun- 
itive measures that may be en- 
tailed In probation but these sti- 
pulations can be waived depend- 
ing on the magnitude of the case 

The measures Include the re- 
moval of the right to rq)resent the 
University in any intercollegiate 
activity or to hold a University 
ad: iinistered scholarship or to 
hold a Student Government office.

After being assigned both an in- 
vestigator and defense counselor 
the student's case Is dodceted by 
the Solicitor General's^ce. and 
the defendant is given a copy of 
the rules of procedure. 

During the period of time firom 
the docketing of the case until U 
appears in court, usually one 
veek, the investigator isr«|>on- 
s:tle for obtaining all Infonnadon 
penaming to the case. 

This may be done bygolngtotbe 
source of theoffense. and letters 
and naterial evidence are col- 
lected for presentation In court. 

Checks are also made with the 
ijear, of Men or Women to see If 
the defendant has a past record. 
Miss Napier added.

The defense counselor follows 
much the same procedure, talk- 
ing to all people involved in the 
:ase. Four copies of a defense 
brief are also prepared by the de- 
fense counselor for presentation 
to the justices when the case 
comes before the court. 

After the Honor Court reaches a 
decision in the case, the defend- 
ant may appeal his case to the Un- 
iversity Appeals Committee 
within six school days of the dec- 
ision if he believes he has just- 
ified grounds for a new trial. 
If this course is taken and the 
:ommittee agrees to hear the 
:ase, the case is investigated 
again and the defense counselor 
iTiay accompanv the def- 
endant to the committee. 



Honor Court must be viewed as 
having a dual function — It Is 
bodi an educational and a pun- 
idve body. 

This was the philosophy ex- 
pressed by the former Honor 
Court Chief Justice Aaron 
Brumm as he recendy surveyed 
this past year in court, 

"Honor Court's primary con- 
cern must be the best interest of 
the student body and individual 
students. The Court must dls^ 
pense fairness and true justice," 
Brumm said. 

"The Court has developed and 
progressed greatly. This year 
the rules of procedure have been 
restructured so as to guarantee 
as much due process as is pos- 
sible within a University Court 
system. 

"Such a reorganization has ex- 
panded the court's responsibil- 
ities. The justices must act to in- 
sure tht a person receives a fair 
trial and Is not denied his rights. 



"Honor Court deals widi a per- 
son's fitture. Every case is con- 
sidered in a serious light. 
"Poialttes are not Just handed 
out. The Court attonpts to know 
and understand die facts In each 
case handled. With this know- 
ledge, we dien endeavor to find 
the best solution to help the per- 
son involved," he related. 
"I would not want to see anyone 
on the court vdw did not share 
this atdtude, Brumm 8ald,nodng 
that this year's court has been 
extremely conscientious. "No 
matter what system you have, 
the system is only as good as the 
people responsible for im- 
plementing It." 

Commenting on the recendy 
passed Judicial Revision bill 
which amends the judicial sys- 
tem as it is set forth in the Stud- 
ent Body Consdtudon, Brumm 
said tht he felt the measure put 
into effect some long needed re- 
visions in the jjudl^ai system. 



The bill will alleviate some of 
the overcrowding on the Honor 
Court docket and wUl allow us 
more adequate time to handle the 
serious cases thoroughly, 
Brumm explained, speaking of 
deliberate deception charges and 
stealing cases involving less than 
$10 which will behandledby jud- 
iciary rather than Honor Court 
under the new set up. 
"Judiciary is really going to 
have to tighten up. It has not 
handled cases in the past which 
require investigators and defense 
counselors. These new cases will 
necessitate more work and re- 
sponsibility. 

"It will be interesting to see it 
work. There may be difficult 
times in the beginning but once 
the system is operating it will be 
much better for all students in 
the long run," Brumm said, 
pointing out dtt judiciary dec- 
isions may still be appealed to 
Honor Court.

How- 
ever, Senators Lawton Chiles and Tom Spencer have .introduced an amend- 
ment to maiirtaia the presently planned $100 tuition charge.

A plan to allow students to take 

course work in an area outside 
their major or minor on a "sat- 
isfactory -un-satisfactory" basis 
will begin fall quarter, said Dr. 
Roben O. L-awton, dean of tlie 
college of arts and sciences, yes- 
terday. 

Faculty Senate gave its unan- 
imous approval of the plan last 
month, clearing Its final hurdle. 
Here's how the plan works: 
Students who have sophomore 
Standing will be able to elect one 
course per quaner, up to a max- 
imum of IS quarter hours during 
their undergraduate careers, to 
De taken on a "satisfactorf-«i- 
satlsfactory" basis. 

Courses In a student's major or 
minor field may not be taken on 
this basis. 

To be eligible to register for a 
course on a "satisfactory -unsat- 
isfactory" basis, a student must 
have at least a 2.5 overall grade 
point average (CPA). 

Courses taken on this basis 
will count toward the hours' re- 
quirement for an undergraduate 
degree, but tlie grades will not be 



be subdivided into ^^^^aatlontdm 
services, discipline, cou..seIing , 
and activities with an asst. or ent s ut-A 
assoc. dean of students to head 
each branch. 
Under this plan, IFC matters 
will be handled thnx^ dieofflce 
of an asst. dean of students in 
charge of activities. 



The intent of this program is to 
remove the pressure of making 
high grades in courses where the 
student has a limited background 
or ability. It opens up, for in- 
stance, the possibility of a 



science major e le ct i n g to take 
a course in ait history, a govern- 
ment major choosing a course in 
music appreciation and the like. 

Lswum. a member vt the f ac- 
nhy student committee which 
forwarded the plan to faculty 
senate, said It has 'trwDendoas 
possiUUtles — we are all very 
pleased with dds." 

He said the plan first got its 
start in the student ^committee 
on the .Intdlectual climate on 
Campus last Nov. He added that 
he believes that FSU U the first 
Florida university t» tosHti i ie 
such a plan. 

Dean of Students Dr. John J. 
Carey expressed Us praise for 
the plan, saying, "to my optaiion 
this is one of the most Important 
break-throughs in our curricul- 
um for undergraduate e d u c a tion 
that has taken place in recent 
years. 

"It is a significant recognttimi 
of the need of breadth as weU as 
depth in study and is a tribute to 
the concern of the Faculty Sen- 
ate for a well-rounde d e du c s t l on- 
al oHwrtunlty for our students. 

"We are hopeful that all stud- 
ents wiU find it possible to avail 
themselves of this option in tlie 
course of their undergraduate 
career, and we look forward to 
it becoming a significant part of 
the learning experience atFSU." 



iversities "had every right to be 
upset" about it. 

Reaction was so strong at the 
University of South Florida that 
Students protested en masse with 
a demonstration and signs. Ban- 
ners and shouts decried Kirk's 
"War on Education." John F. 
Hogue, president of the U of S.F. 
student body, released a state- 
ment to the press that similar 
demonstrations were being plan- 
ned at the University of Florida 
and Florida State University. 

Steams Immediately denied the 
truth of Hogue 's statement to 
the effect that demonetratlons 
and marches on the Capitol would 
hurt more than help the cause. 

State newspapers also printed 
statements from the Council of 
Student Body President of Florida 
that the Council had worked out 
an alternate plan to the tuition 
to raise which would bring in the 
additional money for Ftorlda's 
Ugber education. 

Steams said he did not partic- 
ipate in working out this plan and 
that he did not agree with it. 

The plan was a program of bonds 
to be bought by every student 
registering at a State university. 
The $25 l»nds would mature in 
four years and in the meantime 
mmty enough funds for the nec- 
essary inqtrovements In the 
university system. 

The plan was discarded by 
Steams and Charles Shepherd, 
U of F student body president, 
last wedc as they met in Tal- 
lahassee before their anticipated 
appointment with the governor.

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Dorm Space Sends Women Off-Campus 



Just what is siqpervised off- 
campus housing for women? 

It all started in 1963 when it be- 
came qiparent that more than 400 
women would have to be refused 
admission to the University be- 
cause of lad: of housing. Insuffi- 
cient dorm space has continued 
to be a majw prsUem md pre-

under strict sqpervission." 

September- of 1963 brought 
supervised off-can^us multiple 
dwellings into the picture. Living 
under the same regulations as re- 
gular students, women lived In 
private rooming houses, private 
homes and even a converted 
church annex. 

Today, or at least as of last tri- 
mester, 685 women live in super- 
vised off-campus housing. The 
largest residence j hall owned and 
managed by Student Inns, houses 
276 women. Facilities that Osceola 
Hall has that other off-campus 
dwellings do not have include 
everything from mailing services 
to meals in its lease. 

Each off- campus place of resi- 
dence is owned by a private in- 
dividual or company and theUni- 
versitN receives no income from 
them. Florida State does how- 
ever, supply a live- in counselor 
to suf)ervise the coeds in resi- 
Jence. 

By this practice FSU is actually 
losing- money. 

The problems seen now in 
supervised off- campus housing 
are perhaps due to the differan- 
ces in facilities available. Some 
womeiTlive in rooms comparable 
to hoteTsuites, while others suf- 
fer in four-peson camp- type 
dwellings. 

There ^s hope for the future, 
however^ln September 1967 Oun- 
woody Apartments will be added 
10 the lisrof women's supervised 
housing. These apartments will 
provide full-scale cooking facili- 
ties, something which has been 
forbidden ^r supervised housing 
iB the past. Within the next two 
weeks the groiuid-breaUng for 
Vincent Hall will take place. This 
two-story building at 320 Bryan 
Ct. will house 70 coeds and will 
be open to residents in Septem- 



ber. 

An additional 85 women will 
move into the Pi Beta Phi soro- 
rity house vrtddi has been conver- 
ted into die new Coed Club. 
MeamrUe dw Pi Phi's will move 
into d>e housing area now known 
as the University Olid). 

Not for ^tember use. btft for 
use in future years will be an ad- 
ditional residence hall built by 
Student Inns at the present siteof 
Mitchell's Trailer Park located 
at 1623 W. Call St. It wlU consist 
of one eight- story wing and one 
nine- story between the sections.

Housing Meets Minimum Regulations 



One of the definite drawbacks of 
present approved, supervised 
off-campus liouslng is that some 
of tlie so-called "approved hous- 
ii% facilities" meet only the very 
very minimum University re- 
gulations. 

Upon investigation at least one 
dwelling, the Jefferson House, 
appears very close to tliis clas- 
sification. Located at 503 W. Jef- 
ferson, the rooming house cont- 
ains 26 coeds during tlie normal 
school term. Each coed pays 
$170 per trimester. 

The women, mostly transfer 
students, sleep four to a room. 
Their tiedroom is only 14 by 11 
feet, and - 



is taken up with bunk beds, and 
the two bureaus tiiat are provided. 
A six>foot closet lines one wall, 
which allows each resident ap- 
proximately one and one-half feet 
of space. The minimum require- 
ments by the FSU Off-Campus 
Housing Office Include a "must" 
of a dresser per student and at 
least duree lineal feet at closet 
space for each occupant. 
Another basic requirement de- 
manded by FSU is that hot water 
be available 24 hcHirs a day. Re- 
sidents in tlK Jefferson House 
said that when they were "lucky" 
two women could taice a iiot sliow- 
er. Usually though, the hot water

Perhaps the most interesting 
feature of the facilities at the 
Jefferson House i? the fire al- 
arm system. Brlglu raii^e plas- 
tic flutes are cunsplculuusly hung 
on a heavy chain from each fire 
extinguisher. The possibUlty of 
a fire whistle being heard is 
ratlier questionable. One resid- 
ent remariced on the hygienic 
aspects of the alarm, "if you 
want the inside of your mouth to 
rot. Just report a flrel" Infor- 
med sources tell us that tlie 
coed who made this statement 
had die dubious tioBor of lieing 
fire marshal!. 

Another health hazard if the 
residence is the heating. One 
night, when the heating just did 
not work (which we were : Id 
was not unusual) one coed Wi. re 
"leotards and tights, short socks, 
knee socks, a long granny gown, 
a house coat, and had two blank- 
ets doubled around her, and was 
still cold." 

In the front hall is one pay 
telephone which serves as 26 
coeds' only link with the out- 
side world.

To qualify for listing as an ap- 
proved oit-campua accomoda- 
tion, a dwelling is inspected for 
general safety, sanitation and 
quality. Only dwellings receiving 
acceptable or si^erior ratings 
are listed, said a spolcesnanin 
the Off-Canqnis Housiiig OfBce. 

This service is provided as a 
safeguard for students. It is hop- 
ed that students will avail them- 
selves of this sorvlce. Patroni- 
zing approved off-canqnu bous- 
ing coidd avoid situations like last 



year wboi two boys almost suf- 
focated due to -< faulty heaters in 
an uni^roved dwelling. 
If students or landlords have a- 
partmrats, rooms or bouses to 
cent, diey ^uldoimtacttlieOff- 
Campus Housing Office In order 
to d>tain residences on tbeappro- 
vsdlist.

The typical American college 
student Is almost certain to be 
sold short in the name of acad- 
emic freed im at one point or 
another In his career. 
The basis of the idea of granting 
tenure to faculty members was 
conceived in the name oifreedom 
to teach and pursued In good faith- 
for a while. 

The American Assn. of Univer- 
sity Professors, an academic un- 
ion, says that the tenure system 
prntects professors from the 
wnth and firing power of admin- 
isT i p who disagree with the 
material the professors teach. 

However, while In essence this 
sounds good and right and neces- 
sary, it in fact creates a cori,- 
fortable, padded-for-lUe sanctu- 
ary for the professor. This In- 
surance applies to both the com- 
petent, effective Instructor and 
the instructor who Is simply no 
longer up to par. 
Nearly every student on this 
campus can cite an instance of 
poor classroom performance by 



assured al a job until he reaches 



the age 65. With tenure it is 
possible for a professor to Sit 
back, let the vitality slip from 
his classroom work and wall for 

social security to take over. 

The prac'lce f tenure, feather- 
bedding if you will, must be Slop- 
ped. 

It would be ideal If the academic 
world were truly a community of 
scholars. But, higher education is 
a business, a very big business. 
Every student, every hour spent 
in the classroom situation n- 
presents dollars invested. 

With the unavoidable linkage be- 
tween education and dollars, one 
cannot really blame the prof- 
essors for seeking security, fin- 
ancial security. One can however, 
suggest a more valid method of 
Insuring the right of a faculty 
member to teach what he wants. 
It Is not necessary to give him a 
carte blanc which allows him to 
perform consistently below the 
minimum standard of good and 
effective teaching practices with- 
out fear of reprimand or remov- 
al. 

An answer to the problem might 



be the establishment of a cotn- 
mittee of faculty andadmini;tn- 
tors to review the performance 
of professors periodically. 

If a professor's teaching effect- 
iveness falls off, the committee 
would then have the power to re- 
commend that the professor be 
fired. The committee wouKl -ke 
the process of Judging the v. rth 
of a professor out of the ha; f 
a select few within a giver, >?- 
artment and the administran >n. 

The committee would be impar- 
tial. Such things as person ciH^y 
and interdepanmental bias 
be eliminated from theconsi^ ■- 
ation. It would allow a Judgn < 
to be reached without taxing tne 
bonds which inevitably areform- 
ed among the faculty of a pan- 
icular depaxtmem. 

In any case, an alternative to the 
practice of tenure must be reach- 
ed. An enll(^Kened scholarly at- 
mosphere is not compatible with 
faculty members who shirk their 
academic responsibility while 
basking In the al4.9it4 CPin'o''' 
of tenure.

Fashioning the corporate football image is a task 
that requires close surveillance of field personnel. 
Seminole football administrators, in their handling of 
players which commit assault, seem rather unaware 
of the potential reaction. 

Bear in mind that the three recent punch-out inci- 
dents do not reflect characters of FSU football players 
In a fair manner. Little more than a half-dozen of the 
70-man squad has been involved in rough stuff. The 
vast proportion of players consists of congenial guys 
whose behavior cannot be questioned. In fact, fully 
one-third of the squad attained B average or better 
last term, and the fall team average of 2.41 was the 
highest grid grade average in 20 years. 

However, high grade averages, likeable players, 
and victories on the field could possibly be oversha- 
dowed by the spectre of a few rumbles between grid- 
ders and students. Suppose there happened to be some 
regional sportswriterwfaodidn't like tiie Tribe a great 
deal, and he got wind of a few unpleasant scenes. A 
few isolated incidents can be inflated rapidly by a 
writer inclined to do so. 

Will additional incictents of assaulT occur in the fu- 
ture? We think the prospect is a likely one, because 
punishment has not been severe enough to inhibit fur- 
ther outbreaks. Key players involved in recent inci- 
dents have not lost the chance to play football, and 
one suspects that this is the only real deterrent which 
FSU can employ. 

It has been said that FSU can minimize the bad ef- 
fect of an assaultcaseby squashing publicity reports, 
but coaches and administrators should know the pro- 
bing pens of Journalists better than that. If physical 
damage incidents continue, reams of copy about our 
big 1967 football schedule will not erase the memory 
of unscheduled off-season combat.

Discusses FSU Radio 



Financial Fumble ^Decent Music Seldom Heard 



UTiile students are sweating out the final decisions 
of the Legislature concerning possible tuition in- 
creases effective next fall, an under-the-table a- 
greement between the Administration and Incolleg- 
iate Atretics will make sure that student football 
fans dig deeper into their already-depleted pockets 
next fall. 

In short, students will have to pay to see the Semi- 
noles play in Campbell Stadium next year. 

Having been awarded the $175,000 budget which it 
orig-inallv requested from Student Senate, Intfrrol- 
legiate Athletics subsequently went througi. iiigher 
channels for approval of a plan which would net them 
an additional $50,000. The amount vorhviUv rc-fjucsted 
of Senate after the budget had beenreviewed.cUscus- 
sed and passed by the student solons. 

Now, ac^ainst the recommendations and requests of 
the student body president and a committee wliich 
he called, a plan for a plan for a "season pass" 
to the football games will be instituted in the first 
quarter. 

The season pass will cost $6; individual game tic- 
kets will be $2, 

The season pass was protested in t:,e first place 
because it would reciuire that football fans pay double 
tosee the games: double because the $175,000 al- 
ready appropriated to Intercollegiate Atliletics is 
comprised ol a porcentai^e of each student's activit\- 
fee. Thus, in years past, each student virtually paid 
gate admission when he thought hislD entitled him 
to enter free of ciiarge. 

In the second place, tiie term "season pass" is a 
method to sidestep splitting ticket proceeds wit.i the 
opposing team. Under certain footljall contracts, 
ticket or gate arhnission must be divified 50-50; 
wliat is a season pass it not gate admission? 

During the entire vague transaction, no explana- 
tion was ever given by bitercollegiate Atldetics as 
to why the extra revenue is so desperately needed. 
Even the budget request presented to Student Senate 
is hazy, witii no itemized expenses listed, but merely 
lump sums for a liroad area oi atliletics Consequent- 
ly, it is diilicult if not impossible, to determine if 
and where money is being misused or not used to 
best advantage : 

We recognize the crying need of every University 
department for more money. However, if each de- 
partment or school of Florida State initiated a sim- 
iliar money-making project students would soon ran 
short of funds, eventliougii the money-making pro- 
jects be for increased teachers* salaries, better 
buildings, and other features of higher quality ed- 
ucation periiaps more valid than boosting the stature 
of athletics. 

The program looks like a sure thing now; there 
seems to be nothing more to be done about it. But 
now that it is an integral part of tiie University, as 
another "hidden" fee that plagues the short-funded 
student, is there any way to conti-ol it? we have 
to pay an even higher price for a "season pass" tiie 
following year? And who will watch to see that funds 
do not go into the purchase of extravagant transistor 
radios and wristwatches for the footlxill players, as 
was the case at the Sun Bowlthispast Christmas? 

Intercollegiate Athletics officials have given no of- 
ficial comment concerning the whole situation.
